LABOR EXEMPTION 


ACCEPTED, 207 TO 0 


House Adopts Amendment Bar- 
ring Unions from Prosecution 
Under Anti-Trust Law. 


FLOOD OF MINUTE SPEECHES 


Members Go on Record in Absence 
of Roll Call—tLegislation Re- 
ferred To as Epochmaking. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 1—With a 
single exception, every one of the 708 
members of the House who were pres- 
ent at to-day’s session voted to insert in 

the Clayton anti-trust bill the amend- 
ment agreed upon by the Administra- 
tion and organized labor providing in 
effect that no labor or farmers’ or- 
ganization shall be: held to be a com- 
bination or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade. The exception was Charles M. 
Thompson, a Progressive of Chicago, 
who failed to vote on either side. A 
dozen representatives of the American 
Federation of Labor, including Frank 
Morrison, the Secretary, were in the 
gallery. , a 

Before the vote was taken there was 
a scramble among mer of all parties 

to get into the Congressional Record, 
for the vote itself was not to be re- 
corded.. Numerous speeches-‘each of a 
minute’s duration were made, and- one 
member, Representative Brumbaugh,. 
Democrat, of Ohio, was satisfied with 
a quarter of a minute. Typical, of these 
short speeches was this one by Repre- 
sentative Decker, Democrat, of Ohio: 

**T shall support this amendment. It 
distinguishes between the man and the 
dollar, between the ore.and the man 
who digs the ore, between the throttle 
and the man for the throttle. It dis- 
tinguishes between labor and the prod- 
ucts of labor. It is a just distinction, 
which was written, before the forma- 
tion of Government, upon the tablet of 
nature by Almighty God.” 

The amendment becomes a part of 
Section 7, which provides for the or- 
ganization and legitimate operation of 
labor, farmers’, fraternal, consumers’, 
and horticultural organizations. It 
reads: 

Nor shall such organizations, orders, as- 
sociations, or the members thereof be held 
or construed to be illegal combinations in 
restraint of trade under the anti-trust laws, 

Representative Webb of North Caro- 
lina, in charge of.the legislation on the 
floor for the Democrats, in presenting 
the amendment, said that in it was em- 
bodied ‘‘ the best legal opinion of the 
best Judges of the United States.” 
Representative Murdock of Kansas, 
leader of the Progressives, said that 
eight or ter years from now the courts 
“will decide what this amendment 
means.’’ He. admitted, however, that 
“if this amendment really exempts 
labor unions from the provisions of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, it is the end of 
one of the most notable legislative bat- 
tles.”” He said it would be a legislative 
tragedy if the law failed to de what it 
was intended to do. 

The closing speeches were made by 
Representatives Lewis of Maryland and 
Carlin of Virginia, both Democrats, the 
former speaking as a labor advocate 
and the latter as a member of the Ju- 
diciary Committee who had partici- 
pated in the making of the proposed 
law. Mr. Carlin referred to the legis- 
lation as the most important of its 
character ever approved by either 
branch of Congress, and said that it 
was a fulfillment of the pledges made 
by the Democratic Party in its plat- 


| form adopted at Baltimore. 


After congratulating the Judiciary 
Committee upon the amendment, Mr. 
Lewis said: 

“It is not too much to say that by 
this single measure, with its comple- 
mentary sections on injunctions and 
contempts, by a ag > apm of the leg- 
islative hand more being done in our 
sega 4 for the great, toil masses 
than has ever been accomplished in 
history before. Nor . does. this. mean 
violence and radical treatment of the 
relations of labor and ‘capital. This 
section merely puts the American work- 
man where the British subject. was 
placed by Parliament in 1906. Property 
will be safe, the rights of employers 
will be secure, if this measure is en- 
acted into law, and it will become the 
Magna Charta of American workmen.

PRISON DOCTOR HELD 
AS DRUG SMUGGLER 


Dr. Charles H. Baxter, Head of 
Blackwell’s Workhouse Hos- 
pital Ward, in a Cell. 


As the result of an investigation by 
Commissioner of Correction Katharine 
B. Davis, Dr. Charles H. Baxter, 30 
years old, of 17.Hast Thirty-eighth 
Street, house physician in charge of 
the hospital ward in the workhouse 
at Blackwell’s Island, was arrested at 


‘8 o'clock last night, charged with sell- 


ing morphine to a prisoner.. He was 
locked up in a cell in the Bast Sixty- 
seventh Street Station. .The charge 
against him is a felony. 

The case is the first to grow out of 
Miss Davis’s fight against the smuggling 
ef narcotics into the insti itutions under 
her. supervision. 

-Dr.-Baxter. had. .the-rank.‘of_ interne 
and Was dn employe of the Department 
of. Correction. He had been the house 
Physician for a year. He was the nead 
of a group of physicians who cared for 
the prisoners who received) workhouse 
sentences in police courts. 

According to Commissionér Davis, the 
house physician had been under suspi- 
cion for three weeks.’ Detectives from 
Police Headquarters, working under the 
personal direction of Police Commis- 
sioner Woods, were assigned to watch 
Dr. Baxter. ‘The arrest was made, the 
police say, after Dr. Baxter had ac- 
cepted marked money for a bottle of 
morphine. The marked-money, it was 
alleged, was found on him when arrest- 
ed by Detective Crossin. A)female pris- 
oner worked in collusion with the police 
in trapping the doctor. 

More than $30 worth of morphine was 
sold to prisoners within the last week, 
it was said, and the search for the man 
responsible narrowed down to Dr. Bax- 
ter within the last few days, according 
to the police. 

As soon as Baxter was arrested, Com- 
missioner Davis and Deputy Commis- 
sioner B. G. Lewis went to Blackwell’s 
Iisland.and accompanied the prisoner -to 
the police station. 

Miss Davis took a personal interest in 
the arraignment of Dr. Baxter, and re- 
mained at the police station for three- 
quarters of an hour. Then the Police 
Lieutenant called a taxicab and she 
went to her home, 145 Hast Thirty-fifth 
Stréet. She said last night: 

“It is true that Dr. Baxter, an interne 
in the workhouse on Blackwell’s Island, 
has been arrested for selling narcotics. 
I will give out a statement tomorrow.” 

Dr. Baxter refused to make any 
statement. last night. 

Miss Davis has taken measures to 
keep narcotics out of the prisons in 
her department. When she first started 
her drug crusade she found that opjum 
and morphine were smuggled into the 
prisons with food and clothing. She 
ordered strict’ examination ‘of ‘alll ‘cloth- 
ing and food, but this did not seem to 
stop the supply. Then she put an em- 
bargo on all food from outside restau- 
rants. This applied particularly to the 
Tombs, where the most flagrant irreg- 
ularities were reported. Under the new 
orders all food supplementary to the 
regular Tombs diet must now be or- 
dered from the Tombs catered, who is 
directly responsible to the head of the 
Department of- Correction.

ENSIGNS AID CUPID 
AND ARE PUNISHED 


Two of Nashville’s Officers Al- 
low Wedding on Ship’s Launch 
in Vera Cruz Harbor.

VERA CRUZ, June 1.—Ensigns 
George W. La Mountain and De Witt 
Clinton Ramsey, both New Yorkers 
and both attached to the gunboat 
Nashville, have been ordered confined 
below decks on their vessel for a pe- 
riod of four days as punishment for 
permitting a wedding ceremony. to 
take place on the Nashville’s steam 
launch. 

The ceremony was. performed by 
Chaplain S. C. Ramsden of the Twen- 
ty-eighth Infantry, the contracting 
parties being Private Robert McCar- 
thy of the Nineteenth Infantry and an 
American girl whom the soldier met in 
Vera Cruz a week ago. 

The soldier and his bride-to-be, with 
the Chaplain, appeared at the naval 
landing dock, and the Chaplain said 
he wanted to marry the couple under 
the American flag. He suggested a 
launch flying the flag’ as a proper 
Place for the ceremony, 

Ensign Ramsey, who was in com- 
mand of the dock, signaled the Nash- 
ville, and Ensign La Mountain, who 
was officer of the deck, sent a launch 
in, with a-flag fluttering astern. 

The Chaplain and couple went on 
board the launch, which steamed out 
in the bay opposite San Juan de: Ulloa. 
There the pair were married. 

The matter came to the attention of 
the naval authorities and an investi- 
gation was ordered. The marriage 
should have been certified by the 
American Consul and the permission 
of the higher officers should have been 
obtained for the use of the launch. 

Both the Ensigns were ordered un- 
der arrest and were sentenced to four 
days’ confinement to their quarters, 
with all deck privileges denied. Owing 
to the shortage of. officers on the 
Nashville, it was decided to punish 
the officers one at a time. 

Ensign’ Ramsey ‘is now serving his 
sentence, and as sodn as he is re- 
stored to duty and released from ar- 
rest Ensign La Mountain will begin 
his four days’ sentence, 

The soldier bridegroom may also be 
court-martialed for telling the Chap- 
lain that he had his company com- 
mander’s consent to wed.

Justice Blanchard Decides Prej- 
udice Here Would Deprive . 
Them of a Fair Trial. 


QUOTES THEIR AFFIDAVITS 


These, Court Says, Show That 


Bankrupts Have Been Convicted 
Already by the Public. 


The right to a trial in some other 
county of the State than- New York 
was granted to Henry Siegel and his 
partner, Frank E,. Vogel, yesterday by. 
Supreme Court Justice Blanchard. In 
their motions for a change of venue 
Siegel and Vogel contended that there 
was such a strong public sentiment 
against them here, due to the many 
persons affected by their business fail- 
ure, and by the publication of the facts 
in connection with their bankruptcy, 
that it would be impossible for them to 
obtain an impartial trial. More than 
forty affidavits, supporting their mo- 
tions, were presented to the court by 
their counsel. 

The District Attorney had hoped to 
begin the trial of the indicted mer- 
chants and bankers in the criminal 
branch of the Supreme Court this week. 
Now that they may go outside the 
county it is doubtful whether their 
cases will be called before October, be- 
cause the District Attorney does not 
know of any other county where there 
is a, Summer term of the Supreme 
Court. 

Justice Blanchard in his decision 
Pointed, out that ‘the defendants were 
the owners of large department stores 
in this city and Boston, and of a pri- 
vate savings bank. The failure of the 
stores affected some §,200 creditors, in 
addition to 2,000 employes, and the fail- 
ure of the bank affected some 15,000 
depositors, with claims aggregating 
$2,500,000. The disorder created by the 
depositors before the United States au- 
thorities was referred to. Then Jus- 
tice Blanchard said: 

There is no question that these defend- 
ants controlled these various enterprises; 
that they were custodians of large sums 
committed to their care; that these cnter- 

prises have failed, and that large sums of 
money belonging to poor depositors and to 
benevolent ‘funds have been swept away. 

and that many creditors who can ill afford 
their loss will suffer. It is these facts 
and their effect on the general public mind 
which stand out.as most vital in the deter- 
mination of this motion.

DREDGINGS ARE OF: VALUE 


American Museum - Scientist. .Calls 
Story of Karluk’s Commander a 
“Remarkable Document.” ¢ 


The account of the observations of the 
Canadian Government’s arctic expedi- 
tion under Vilhjalmar Stefansson up to 
the time that its flagship, the. Karluk, 
was crushed and sunk by the arctic ice, 
as told in the account of Capt. Robert 
A. Bartlett, printed. in yesterday’s New 
York ‘Timzs, was discussed with interest 
yesterday among géologists, meterolo- 
gists, oceanographists, and other scien- 
tists. As the latest news of observa- 
tions in the polar _regions, the data in 
the Captain’s story were noted and 
eagerly compared with maps and charts 
which embody, the latest information of 
the polar regions. : 

It was genorally agreed that the facts 
showed that when the complete reports 
of the scieytists on the’ Karluk were 
published, much valuable material on 
polar conditions .would be contributed 
to the present sum of scientific knowl- 
edge. : 

““With such scientists as were with 
the expedition,” said Edmund Otis Ho- 
vey, Curator of Geology in the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History, ‘‘there 
is no doubt that the expedition was in 
a position to contribute materially to 
our knowledge. The story of Capt. 
Bartlett printed in. THs Times shows 
that these scientists had their opportu- 
nities to take extended observations, 
and that the data they have collected 
will be available for general circulation. 
Therefore we now know that the expe- 
dition has been successful from: the 
viewpoint of gathering scientific: knowl-

yrus C. Adams, head of the scientific 
staff of the American Geographical So- 
ciety, also said that Capt. Bartlett’s 
story was of interest to scientifi¢ men. 
He would not» comment upon it in de- 
tail, because he had not had time more 
than to glance over it, but he said he 
Was reserving it ‘for close reading and 
it. contained 
matter of great interest. 

“It is a remarkable document,” saia 

Dr. Hovey, “and gives us a new idea 
of what Capt. Bartlett. can do. Bob 
does not claim to be a scientist, of 
course, but he has ‘shown in a com- 
plete and a way both: what the 
scientific results of the expedition are 
and how much. the arctic explorer has 
to go through to get.them. One thing 
I will bet, and that is. that. he was the 
boss after Stefansson left. e sci- 
entists naturally were interested:in tak- 
ing all the observations they could, but 
hé was interested in saving the ship, 
and his position as Captain of the 
vessel and his great knowledge of prac- 
tical conditions in the arctic put it in 
his hands to get them all back safe, 
and he did it. 
“From the story published in THE 
TiMEs,: it is evident that the Karluk’s 
scientists gathered knowledge of, value 
in the. direction of meteorology, g logy. 
and oceanography. They have probably 
failéd to add anything to our knowledge 
of the geography of the polar region, ex- 
cept’ indirectly, as the other facts they 
have. may be such as to-establish cer- 
tain geographical facts by inference. 

“Thus, take, for instance, Capt. Bart- 


ett s ohgor vations about the prevailing 


winds. Primarily that’ is meteorological 
knowledgé, yet it tends to confirm the 
presence, as he‘ intimates, of the very 
unknown land that the expedition was 
seeking knowledge of, in common with 
all other geographers. If the prevailing 
winds are from northeast to east, as he 
Says, they might very well be caused 
the fact that. the unknown land lies 
about where it is conjectured to be ir 
the unexplored region, for it would have 
a tendency to act with the conformation 
of the known land to send them in that 
direction. : 
“There are a few little things we can- 
not understand in the story. For in- 
stance, he-‘mentions among his early 
observations of the voyage that the 
character of the ocean bottom, as estab- 
lished by dredges, had ‘changed from 
soft silt to shell and coral rock.’ I 
cannot: tell what he meant by saying 
at-coral rock was present. So far as 
we know, it is impossible that coral 
rock. could be present.in that region. 

“His statement about the absence of 
Keenan Land is also puzzling. As near 
as his position can be figured, he was 
never as near as twenty miles of Keen- 
an Land, but considerably west of it 
as we have it located. If his drift had 
been straight north, he would have been 
near it, as it is nearly north of the 
mouth of the Colville River, where 
Stefansson left him. But, according to 
his réports of his position, his drift was 
almost continually west, so that by the 
time he got. as far north as Keenan 
Land he would have been far to the 
west of it. I should say that his failure 
to see Keenan Land does not indicate 
that it is not there. 
“The expedition cannot add much. to 
geographical knowledge. In the first 
place, he got too far away from the 
and to find out much about the conti- 
nental shélf. At any rate, we have 
many soundi in that region. And as 
far as the region north of the continent 
is concerned, he did not get far enough. 
His: position shows that he did not get 
as far north as Berry, who reached 73 
degrees 44 minutes in 1881. He says 
that 78 degrees was as far north as he 
got. His farthest north was about that 
of Collinson in 1850, although not quite, 
for the latter got to 73 degrees 23 min- 
utes. It was. just about in Collinson's 
position that he gives a puzzling sound- 
ing of 48 fathoms. Previous readings 
have given the depth here around 300 
fathoms. 

“There ought to’ be important results 
from his dredgings8. In his story he 
says that at one point - brought up 
eleven species of animal life not pre- 
her mer 3 known, and there are other 
indications that valuable knowledge 
might have been gained in this direc- 
tion. We must remember what devotion 
and sacrifice were ‘necessary in this 
work, also, because they must have had 
to bore through from eight to ten feet 
of ice for every dredging as they drifted 
along in the ice. ‘ ; 

‘In the meteorological line, their ob- 
servations of winds, air currents and 
storms will be valuable. Their obser- 
vations of the trend of the ice drift 
will -also be interesting to oceanogra- 

hists. ‘This is, however, superficial to 
a certain extent,:.since the drift will 
mostly depend on. the wind, as- Capt. 
Bartlett. himself obeerves.” It has been

TO.GET KARLUK’S MEN. 


Canada May Charter a Whaler and. 
Send Bartlett. with It. 


SEATTLE, June 1.—It is expected 
that the Canadian Government will au- 
thorize Capt. Robert A. Bartlett, who is 
at St. Michael,, Alaska, where he ar- 
-Tived after a journey over, the ice from 
Wrangel Island, to engage a vessel to 
go to the island and rescue the eighteen 
men of the Karluk, flagship of the 
Stefansson expedition, now marooned 
there. 

Bering Sea is navigable now over its 
whole area, and the whaler Herman, the 
relief ship most available, should be 
able to enter the arctic zone. The Kar- 
luk’s men under this plan would be 
landed at Nome, where they might’ take 
a steamship to Seattle. .It is not likely 
that they can reach Nome in time to 
board a vessel bound for Point Barrow, 
from which place they could strive to 
join the second division of the Stefans- 
gon expedition at the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie. : 

Probably the Canadian Government 
will send dispatches down the Macken- 
zie River by canoe to Stefanson, noti- 
fying him of the loss of the Karluk. 
Destruction of the Karluk will not in- 
terfere with the more practical part of 
the expedition’s work, which was the 
survey and charting of the passages:at 
the mouth of the Mackenzie and the 
geographical sutvey of the islands there- 
about, that are believed to contain cop- 
per and coal. 

It was planned to have the Karluk 
sail or drift north from Point Barrow 
in search of the polar continent which 
most Arctic explorers believe to exist, 


but' knowledge gained by the Karluk’s 
scientists of the direction of the’ drift is 
er fer siege » show. that such a: project is 
not feasible. 

Stefansson and his southern division 
are ready for.a busy Summer at the 
mouth of the Mackenzie and the adja- 
cent islands. 


COMPENSATION LAW DATA. 


Employers Asked. to. Prepare . for 
New System, Effective July 1. 


The State Workmen's Compensation 
Commission has sent a circular signed 
by Robert E. Dowling, Chairman, to 
manufacturers calling attention to the 
new law. The law goes into effect on 
July 1, and employers are called upon 
to make preparation for complying 
with it. 

Three courses are open to them. They 
may insure employes in the State Com- 
pensation Fund; may insure them in 
any stock corporation or mutual asso- 
ciation authorized to transact such busi- 
ness in this State, or may give the 
commission proof of their financial 
ability and depdsit securities to the 
amount the commission may demand. 
The commission points out that they 
may charge only the lowest possible pre- 


mium in the State fund, and that if 
there should be any surplus it is author- 
ized to distribute it among employers 
doing business with the fund, provided 
that the amount of compensation paid 
to the employes of any manufacturer is 
not in excess e premiums he 
paid ‘to cover them. 

To facilitate its work the commission 
has called upon each employer to fill 
blanks giving all information needed. 
Such information is.to be treated as con- 
fidential. 





PRIVATE BANK SUIT HEARD. 


Attack on New Law Made .Under 
Cover of Depositors, Says Richards.

ALBANY, June 1.—The suits of Charles 
Hoffer and Louis Greenspan, depositors 
in two private banks, to declare uncon- 
stitutional the provisions relative to 
private bankers in the new Van Tuyl 
banking law, were heard before Supreme 
Court Justice William P. Rudd today. 
Fugene Lamb Richards, State Superin- 
tendent of Banks, and James A. Par- 
sons, Deputy Attorney General, ap- 
peared for the State, D Cady Herrick 
for the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Herrick contended that the sub- 
stitution of the State Superintendent of 
Banking for the State Controller as cus- 
todian of the securities on deposit by 
the private bankers was unconstitutional 
because it impaired existing contracts. 
He also argued that the security exact- 
ed under the hew law from private bank- 
ers was only half the protection afford- 
ed depositors under the old law. 

Supt.- Richards said that these pro- 
ceedings really were instituted by pri- 
vate bankers, who real sthat. they 
could not meet the requirements of the 
new law and must go into liquidation; 
several of these private bankers already 
had asked a State bank to liquidate.their 
assets. He insisted that the security to 
the depositors under the new law was 
patent from’ the fact that private ‘bank- 
ers were endeavoring to prevent the law 
fror: going into operation. 

Mr. Parsons contended -that the pro- 
ceedings should be dismissed. He held 
that the action should have been begun 
by the private bankers affected and not 
by depositors, contending that those who 
breught the proceedings had no standing 
in court. He also defended the consti- 
tutionality of the new law. 

Justice Rudd reserved decision. .

IRVING’S BODY FOUND. 


Actor Lost in. Wreck Identified by 
Initials on His Ring. 


Special to The New York Times. 
QUEBEC, June 1.—The body of Lau- 
rence Irving, the English actor, son of 
Sir Henry Irving, was found last night 
on the west bank of the St. Lawrence 
River and was positively identified to- 
day. A ring with the.initials *‘L. 1.” 
led to the identification. The face was 


L bruised almost beyond recognition. 


One hand clutched a piece of linen, 
evidently torn from Mrs. Irving’s night 
dress,. for.when they were last seen as 
the Empress of Ireland was sinking Mr. 
Irving was making desperate efforts to 
save his wife. 

The mournful work of identifying the 
wreck victims .goes steadily on. The 
body of Leonard Palmer; was identified 
this morning by Capt. and Mrs,.Beeman.' 
The body of Michael M. Guiness of 
Liverpool, England, also was identified. 
In all twenty-nine: bodies were identti- 
fied today. This brings the total number 
of identified-dead to:110; In-all 412'sur- 
vivors have now been accounted for, 
which leaves a death list of 955. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway officials 
admit their inability to say definitely 
how many are dead and how many are 
Saved, but the figures given out have 
been compiled from the most authentic 
details. 

Relatives of the dead have arrived 
from all parts of the.country, and the 
inspection of the bodies is attended by 
many pathetic incidents. One little child, 
whose body attracted every one’s eyes 
both at Rimouski and Québec, has at 
least been saved from an -unmarked 
grave. There was relief on the faces of 
the crowd when Mr. Archer of Regina 
found that it was his little son. 

There were numerous disputes today 
femarsing the identification: of the 
bodies. No fewer than five persons con- 
tended for possession of: the body of 
ene fair haired litle girl, two or three 
years old, and when the shed was closed 
at night the body was still classed as 
unclaimed.

FEVER HITS 1,000 CONVICTS. 


m™ | Auburn Epidemic Light-——65 Women 
and Seven Men Really Hil. 


Special to The New York Times, 
AUBURN, N. Y., June L—The epi 
demic of scarlet fever in Auburn prison, 
which began ten days ago in the 
women’s quarters, where today sixty- 
five inmates are ill, and spread to the 
men’s section, has reached such pro- 
portions that over a thousand inmates 
of the two prisons now ‘slow ‘signs of 
infection. 

The physician in. charge, Dr. Frank 
Heacox, however, does not consider the 
epidemic alarming, as of the 1,400 men 
examined in the shops today only seven 
were sick enough to be sent to bed. Any 
inmate showing the slightest indication 
of infection was placed under treatment. 
The men themselves regard the epidemic 
lightly and suffer no physical ill, with 
the exception of the few men who were 
sent to the isolation ward. 

Dr. Heacox at the conclusion of the 
day’s inspection said: 

“We found about 75 per cent, at 
least, who showed signs of infection. 
Only a few were ill enough to go to 
bed. All the cases are mild. The epi- 
demic seems to have hit the entire 
prison population at orice. Some men 
are sick only a day or two. Wedo not 
feel alarmed, but there is danger that 
complications may cause some cases to 
he serious. Several of the. women are 
seriously sick, but we have things well 
in hand, and I believe the fever i# burn- 
ing itself out.”

BATTLESHIP FOR BROOKLYN. 
One of Two Authorized Likely to be 


Bullt at the Navy Yard.

WASHINGTON, June 1:—One of the 
two dreadnoughts provided for in the 
pending Naval Appropriation bill will 
be built in the New York Navy Yard 
under the terms of an amendment 
adopted today in the Senate by a vote 
ef 40 to: 15.

Capt. Cheape’s Sister Victim of 
Steamship Empress of 
lreland. Tragedy. 


INVADERS IN FINE FORM 


Belief Growing That Matches Will 
Be Close—To Practice at 
Meadow Brook. 


The quiet -confidence which has been 
growing among the members of the 
British polo team at the Piping Rock 
Country Club at Locust Valley yesterday 
was disturbed by. the receipt of a cable- 
gram from England by Capt. Leslie St. 
Clair Cheape announcing the death of 
the latter’s sister, Mrs. C. P.. Cay, who 
went down _with the steamship Empress 
of Ireland. Capt. Cheape did not know 
his sister was on the boat until yester- 
day morning after the practice, when he 
received the cable message. The news 
has upset the members of the team, who 
fear that even if Capt. Cheape decides to 
play, the sad announcement may affect 
his playing. The British polo player 
was very much affected by the cable. He 
received many messages of sympathy 
and condolence from members of the 
team and friends when the information 
became general. : 

After a night’s resty Lord Wimborne 
arranged his programme for preliminary 
practice and details in connection with 
the international matches. The head- 
quarters of the team will be at the Pip- 
ing Rock Country Club, but the thirty- 
six ponies will leave for Phipps Field, 
Westbury, early this morning, in order 
to be ready for the first practice game, 
which will be played this afternoon. 
Three games will be played—today, 
Thursday, and Saturday. The match on 
Thursday, and possibly on Saturday, 
will be played on the Meadow Brook 
field. The Polo Association and Meadow 
Brook Club offered the visitors the use 
of the championship field in order to fa- 
miliarize the British players with the 
coriditions and surroundings. This cour- 
tesy is greatly appreciated by Lord 
Wimborne and the members of the team, 
and in consequence no matches will be 
played on the Piping Rock field. 

After the early practice Lord Wim- 
borne and Capt. H. A. Tomkinson vis- 
ited Phipps Field and the Meadow Brook 
grounds. They were joined at the latter 
place by J. C. Cooley, the manager of 
the Meadow Brook Club. After an in- 
spection of the fields and the stabling 
arrangements for the British ponies the 
two En lishmen returned to Piping Rock 
and joined the other members of the 
team. 

Before leaving for Westbury Lord 
Wimborne, with Dr. M. J. Dair, the vet- 
erinarian who has had charge of the 
British ponies, made a critical inspec- 
tion of the thirty-six English mounts.

CUP YACHTS READY 
FOR FIRST RACE 


Resolute and Vanitie in Fine 
Trim for Trial on the 
Sound Today. 


The first of the preliminary races to 
decide which of the three new sloops, 
Defiance, Resolute, and Vanitie, shall 
have. the honor of defending the Amer- 
ica’s Cup against Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
fourth Shamrock challenger, will be 
held today on the Sound off Green- 
wich, Conn., with only two of the con- 
tenders, Vanitie and Resolute, at the 
line, Defiance will not get into the 
struggle until the fighting ground shifts 
to Sandy Hook next week, but even with 
that boat out of it, the rivalry between 
today’s contestants is so keen that the 
match will take on many of the charac- 
teristics of a cup race itself. Scores of 
private yachts and excursion boats will 
gather off Great Captain’s Island for 
the start at noon, and those that are able 
will follow the big sloops over the thirty- 
mile course. 

Both yachts spent the night anchored 
only a short distance apart off Glen 
Cove, L. I. They will be towed across 
the Sound this morning, Resolute by 
her tender Cape Cod, and Vanitie by 
her tender City of Stamford. Even 
with their sails down it will be easy 
enough to distinguish the two boats, 


for Vanitie’s hull is of bronze and her 
steel mainmast is painted gray, while 
Resolute is white above the waterline 
and her steel mast is painted yellow. 
Under sail, Resolute will carry the 
racing number H2 on her mainsail and 
Vanitie H3. The race is the first of the 
series of thirty-five-odd contests ar- 
ranged as the Regatta Committee of 
the New York Yacht Club. The actual 
trial races will take place off Newport 
during the week of Aug. 15 to 22, but 
the showing that the yachts make in 
the other meetings will not be over- 
looked. 

The members of the Regatta Commit- 
tee are H. de B. Parsons, Chairman; J. 
M. Macdonough and Frederick O. Sped- 
den, and they will tse the tug M. Moran 
as a ccemmittee boat. Promptly at 12 
o’clock the preparatory signal will be 
given. This will consist of a prolonged 
whistle and the hoisting. of the Blue 
Peter ball. Ten minutes later, there will 
be a second signal, another long whistle, 
and the hoisting of a white ball. Five 
minutes after that a third whistle and 
the hoisting of a red ball will start 
the racers on their way. 

There will be a two-minute interval 
after the starting signal during which 
the boats may cross the line and have 
their actual times taken. If one of them 
does not get there within that time, that 
ret is put down as having started at 

17. 

Although the official ratings have not 
been given out, it is known that Vanitie 
will na to allow Resolute approxi- 
mately 7.16 seconds per mile, which 
means that she will have to beat the 
latter by more than 3:35 in order to win 
in a thirty-mile race. 

Resolute will enter the race with a dis- 
tinct advantage in having had a month 
of tuning-up spins off Bristol and New- 
port. She carries with her also the 
prestige of her designer, Nat Herreshoff, 
who produced three former cup de- 
fenders, and she will be sailed by a 
group of the best amateur skippers in 
the country. At her helm will be Charles 
Francis Adams 2d of Boston, and with 
him will be Robert W. Emmons 24d, also 
of Boston; George Nichols, James Park- 
inson, Jr., rge A. Cormack, Secre- 
tary of the New York Yacht Club, and 
Mr. Herreshoff. The only professional 
aboard will be Capt. Chris Christiansen. 
Resolute is known as the flag officers’ 
syndicate boat, her owners including 
Henry Walters, Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Arthur Curtiss James, J. P. Morgan, 
Frederick G. Bourne, and George F. 
Baker, Jr. 

Vanitie, on the other hand, is the only 
defense candidate that is owned by one 
man. She was built for Alexander Smith 
Cochran and designed by William Gard- 
ner, @ man who on more than one occa- 
sion has proved himself a match for 
Herreshoff in be The 3 out fast boasts. 
She will be sailed by a professional, 
Capt. Bill Dennis, who has won many 
notable victories with the schooners 
Elmina and Elena. Capt. Dennis will 
have Harry Haff, son of the famous 
Hank Haff, to help. him, and the others 
on board today will include Mr. Cochran, 
William Burden, Frederick M. Hoyt, and 
perhaps Mr. Gardner.

If crime is abundant there must be 
cases which can be -proved, and a 
few jail sentences would be more use- 
ful than oceans of gossip. That proof 
is possible in some cases appears from 
a San Francisco decision favoring res- 
titution by a street railway official 
who had annexed other people’s funds 
in ‘a manner usually thought. legal 
enough to keep looters out of jail.

ST. JOHN’S CHAPEL, 

The City Government, through the 
Board of Estimate, has warmly sup- 
ported the efforts of a large number 
of public-spirited citizens to save St. 
John’s Chapel in Varick Street from 
demolition. The street is to be wid- 
ened and the Seventh Avenue sub- 
way is to be. built under it, but the 
City Plan Committee of the Board 
favors a well-considered plan to leave 
the fine old church building where it 
is, to build the street around it; and 
to carry one of the sidewalks under 
its noble portico. Thus St. John’s 
can be preserved as a cherished land- 
mark like St. Clement Danes and St. 
Mary le Strand in: London. There is 
a growing feeling in this community 
for the preservation of old buildings 
worth preserving. ‘Nothing _ much 
would be gained by the destruction of 
St. John’s except a few thousarid dol- 
lars more in the coffers of the Trinity 
Corporation. “By its. preservation 
much would be gained. It is an 
example of good architecture of’ its 
kind, it has historic associations 
worth recalling, it is worth. saving. 

Within a week or so, however, its 
demolition must begin unless the 
Board of Estimate tan. be . assured 
that it will be put to some benéficent 
public use. If it is no longer of serv- 
ice as a church, it can be converted 
into an industrial museum or a mu- 
seum ‘of art; (we cannot have too 
many of that sort,) or a braneh of 
the public. library with a reading 
room. ‘ItS preservation would -add 
greatly to the beauty and dignity’ of 
the new néighborhood that is~ bulld- 
ing up around it. But, thus far, Trin- 
ity Corporation has refused tc listen 
to. any plan for its preservation. ~ It 
will lease the building or sell ft; in 
the matter of price, 
public-spirited citizens should try to 
raise a fund to buy it as a gift to the 
city, the Corporation, we understand, 
has refused to make any concession. 
In the circumstances, it seems that 
the historic chapel must go unless the 
public desire for its preservation is 
shown ‘to be strong enough to over- 
come these difficulties. 


FRENCH POLITICS. 

The resignation of the French Min- 
istry has been éxpected since the re- 
cent’ elections. These introduced 
rather more confusion into the Cham- 
ber of Deputies than had previously 
existed, and made still more necessary 
the trade and barter that have for a 
long time been the basis of Ministerial 
tenure.

during the canvass, but though all, or 
nearly all, candidates gave it a nom- 
inal support, it is extremely unlikely 
that any substantial measure can pass 
both the Chamber and the Senate.

As to 
this the outlook is confused. The elec- 
tions increased the Socialist vote in 
the Chamber, and the Socialists pro- 
fess opposition to the longer term of 
service, But at the first elections the 
issue was not earnestly pressed, and 
at the second the Socialist candidates 
were still more moderate in their pro- 
fessions, in order: to win the support 
of the Radicals, who were in some de- 
gree committed to that policy. 

This was the only issue that had 
any direct bearing on foreign relations, 
and the disposition made of it may 
have considerable consequences. The 
service term was extended specifically 
in response to the action of Germany 
in strengthening her preparations for 
possible war, and the abandonment of 
the extension now would undoubtedly 
weaken France in its position in Eu- 
rope. Recent events in Albania, and, 
earlier, the friction that showed itself 
in rather. sharp,form between Austria 
and Russia, are ‘elements of disturb- 
ance and uncertainty in the Near East 
that will probably prevent France from 
making any backward movement. Al- 
though in the electoral campaign the 
Briandist party, which openly stood 
for the national spirit, as opposed to 


.|the spirit. of -petty. local self-seeking, 


made little show of organized strength, 
there is no doubt that it did modify 
essentially the tendencies of public 
opinion. Brought face to face with 
any large .problem of national ex- 
istence—which international relations 
may at any moment present~-we are 
confident that France. will show its 
traditional courage, fortitude, and en- 
ergy. 


PUTTING THE BRIDGES TO WORK. 
The city is fortunate in Bridge Com- 
missioner KRACKE’s administration, 
and the Bridge Commissioner is fort- 
unate in his opportunities. It has 
fallen to him to convert the bridges 
from. links in an elevated system to 
links in a subway system, and to put 
the bridges to uses undreamed of 
when they were built. The city has 
put $90,000,000 into bridges within 
the past thirty-six years, and now 
they do not earn their maintenance. 
Nevertheless the entire city is glad 
that the bridges are in existence, and 
that the Bridge Commissioner’s force 
has been able to work miracles of re- 
construction, which would have been 
unnecessary if the planners of the 
bridges had had visions of the future, 
All the bridges are now capable of 
more‘ work than they were designed 








to do. Relatively to the city’s growth 
the bridges even as reconstructed are 
not any more: equal to it than they 
were a generation ago. The Bronx 
has tripled its population and taxable 
values, while the bridges have stood 
idle, almost. A billion’ dollars has 
been added to upper Manhattan real 
estate valuations owing to a 5-cent 
fare in the subways, while at the same 
time there were existing and unused 
eight rapid transit tracks across the 
bridges. Sixteen surface tracks cross 
the bridges from either end to the 
outer fringe only of the territory 
at.the other end, and ten tracks are 
altogether idle. There have been 
rapid transit tracks in existence for 
years which have never felt a wheel. 
It is wicked to think What the city has 
lost in taxes, and what its citizens 
have lost' in opportunity of access to 
cheaper and better homes. It is an 
example of city ownership almost. at 
its worst for waste of opportunities, 
a greater loss in fact than the graft 
which fiils the newspapers, 

Commissioner KRACKE is to be con- 
gratulated not alone for his éngineer- 
ing accomplishments, but for traffic 
conceptions of great possibilities. He 
is proposing to loop the bridges for 
surface lines as well as for elevated. 
At present each bridge has a little local 
line running like a shuttle or a ferry- 
boat from side to side of the river. 
Only one of the bridges has ends 
located with the slightest reference to 
traffic centres, and nobody will walk 
to the bridges merely to be carried 
across them, there to .pay another 
fare to get anywhere. . The Commis- 
sioner is proposing to carry these 
little lines, now ‘deliberately starved 
of business, over one bridge, and back 
over another, after'a circuit in each 
borough. Tt has taken over a score 
of years for this simple proposition to 
reach official conception and execu- 
tion. It is not possible to forget the 
errors in the city’s past. bridge ad- 
ministration, but it is cause for con- 
gratulation-to all concerned ‘that the 
city is at last to experience in Brook- 
lyn and Queens the stimulation which 
was the fortune of the Bronx in the 
nineties. — 


BUSINESS AND EDUCATION. 

The forecast of the relations of 
science and education to business 
which was given yesterday by Chan- 
cellor Brown of the New York Uni- 
versity will probably strike some ob- 
servers as idealistic. It is not com- 
monly known what practical steps 
have been taken:to secure the aid of 
business men in education and of edu- 
cators in business, and that these: have 
led to experiments as to the common 
training of students in both fields. Dr. 
Brown thinks that these adventures 
are a.part of the natural evolution’ of 
our modern society and that they will 
prove the introduction to still Reba

products, material and intellectual, is 
effected. As the needs of men in- 
crease in number, become more va- 
ried, delicate, and complex, the sys- 
tem of exchange by which these. are 
served is likewise modified and de- 
veloped. Education in all ages has 
borne a direct relation to this process, 
and always those engaged in promot- 
ing it have wrought more or less con- 
sciously in sympathy with it. ‘In mod- 
ern times the demand of every com- 
munity has steadily been for the more 
and more scientific treatment of edt- 
cation... And as science essentially is 
the reduction to orderly generalization 
of known facts—the discovery and 
formulation of “ laws ”—education has 
felt its influence increasingly. It will 
continue to do so. 

Naturally, any innovation ‘in this di- 
rection encounters a certain resist- 
ance and has to overcome a certain 
inertia. That is equally true of busi- 
ness. But in each field the forces that 
tend to development, to adjustment, to 
satisfying new and wider needs, go 
on, and with added effect. The old 
idea of education, which in its time 
was a rational idea, that it is a mat- 
ter for a'select and limited number, 
for a class set apart, is giving way, 
as is the old idea that ‘business is a 
matter for individual management, .in 
which mere energy, application, and 
shrewdness suffice for success.’ The 
world necessarily becomes complex, 
but its complexity.is resolved by the 
scientific spirit, and it is inconceiv- 
able that education shall not lead in 
the application of that spirit. Educa- 
tion and business must assume closer 


relations because each needs the other.,

The Agricultural Department’ 8 experts 
and ‘those in the several State experi- 
ment ‘stations cannot too sdon look into 
the Minister’s discovery. It may’ reduce 
the. cost “:of living, and nothing else 
seems to have that effect. 


STEAMSHIP REFORMS. 


A Few Sources of Danger Which 
Cause Loss of Life. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The: terrible catastrophe -to the Em- 
press of Ireland will: no doubt be the 
subject of an exhaustive inquiry, but 
already we have hints toward sources 
of danger, in the stories of some of the 
survivors, and these might be consid- 
ered. at once. 

_Is it wise in these waters at this sea- 
son cf fogs to travel at night with 
portholes open, even if the sea be calm? 

Why should we shut the doors of our 
cabins? They can be placed at half 
open, with hooks provided for the pur- 
pose; a curtain insures privacy. It 
will. then be impossible for doors to 
jam, thus shutting passengers up, like 
rats in a trap. 

Is it wise to have almost all the life 
belts and life buoys down below? On 
the large steamer by which I recently 
came from England the very. small 
number of life buoys available on deck 
was the subject of much comment. 
People ‘rushing: in panic :from 
urged by a sudden rush of water, are 
net in’ the frame of mind. to pull life 
belts déwn from the ceiling, and such 
might have:been saved had there been 
life buoys on deck. 

Bxcept in: the first class, all pas- 
senger ships have bad, narrow stair- 
ways, in which there is sure to be a 
block at a time of panic, and the way 
from the upper deck to the boat deck 
is- so steep and so narrow that pas- 
sengers, if delicate, infirm, or caorpu- 
Jent, would inevitably be injured in 
trying to ascend during a rush. 

And is it not worthy of consideration 
whether a revolving or gyrating search- 
light at the masthead would not indi- 
cate: the presence of the ship carrying 
it, even in a fog, though it might not do 
more? This- would be some safeguard, 
supplementing the siren.

To ‘the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention was directed some time 
ago to the danger of transferring pris- 
oners from the Tombs to Sing Sing 
Prison by an experience of the Sheriff 
ef Bronx County, involved with ‘the 
escape of one “Jimmy” Valentine, 
charged with attempted burglary and 
held by the Magistrate in the Sixth Dis- 
trict Court. He slipped his handcufts 
at the 125th Street and Third Avenue 
elevated station and has not yet been 
recaptured. 

It occurred to me then that the fre- 
quent transfer of prisoners from oné 
vehicle to another is fraught with the 
greatest danger of escape, and the gen- 
eral subject of the advisability of limit- 
ing the transfer of prisoners to a single 
vehicle has been in my mind ever since. 
The transfer of Becker, therefore, from 
the City Prison to Sing Sing by auto- 
mobile was in the nature of an experi- 
ment-and confirms the impression I 
have had that all prisoners ought to. be 
transferred from the City. Prison to the 
various State and county jails by auto- 
mobile van. 

The present method is barbarous, an- 
tiquated, expensive, and unsafe. We to- 
day load our prisoners in the horse 
vans in the court yard in the Tombs; if 
& pedigree is required we stop at Police 
Headquarters, and from there we take 
them to the Grand Central Station at 
Forty-second Street—there we have at 
least: five or six blocks to walk with 
our prisoners through the station and 
through crowds of people to the gate 
that leads to the train and then down 
to the platform; often we are compelled 
to wait there for the train to pull in. 
The prisoners, while on the train, are 
kept in the smoking car, surrounded 
by the public who are passengers upon 
the same train, and frequently by 
friends or pals of the prisoner. 

After the train arrives at Ossining we 
must walk the prisoners almost one- 
half mile over and through a very dan- 
gerous and lonesome alley and road 
until: we reach Sing Sing Prison, all of 
which emphasizes the danger of escape 
and surreptitious delivery of poisons 
and weapons. 

When I figure the cost of the main- 
tenance of two horses, shoeing of them, 
the driver and assistant driver, the cost 
of transportation on the railroad of the 


compared swith automobile transporta- 
tion, ‘I find that by conveying the pris- 
oners in an automobile steel van carry- 
ing twenty passengers we would make 
better time and cut our expenses to half 
or less than it is today, whereas the 
work of removal of prisoners now con- 
sumes the whole week; an automobile 
van will do our work in twenty hours a 
week at less expense, incidentally elimi- 
nating the dangers in the present sys- 
tem of transportation.

London Papers Not More Fair Than 
Those Published Here. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Replying to ines Hamilton’s letter on “‘ An- 
glophobia in America,’’ perhaps Ines Hamil- 
ton will find some justification in the atti- 
tude of the: American newspapers if hé will, 
take the trouble to’ compare some of | the 
flamboyant and distorted American news as 
printed in the London papers with the facts’ 
as they actually are.. Take ‘the‘one item of 
American railway management, The slight- 
est accident on America’s 850,000 miles of 
railway is always reported as a most fright- 
ful affair, directly attributed to reckless 
Management, usually accompanied by a state- 
ment showing the much smaller number of 
accidents occurring on Great Britain’s 76,000 
miles of railway, and, of course, the differ- 
ence in mileage is never mentioned. 

Probably no statement was made in any 
of the London papers of the record of the 
Southern Pacific of not fatally injuring one 
passenger on its entire line of 12,000 miles 
during the last five years. Nor is it very 
likely that much } moe ap was given to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company’s annual 
report of only one assenger injured to 
something like 384,000, passengers carried 
a mile; nor of the New York Subway record 
of 2,198,000,000 passengers carried during the 
last nine years without injuring one sen- 
ger fatally.

Best Way of Transferring Convicts | 


To the Baitor ‘of The New York Timea: 

As. one having fairly accurate and 
somewhat comprehensive knowledge of 
conditions in the South, based.on twenty- 
five years of. first-hand investigations as 
& newspaper writer,, I beg leave fo record 
@. most emphatic protest against the vol- 
uble and grossly inaccurate. generaliza- 
tions and superficialities credited to 
Arthur Letts of Los Angeles, printed in 
your issue of 24. Assuming. that 
your report faithfully reflects the opin- 
ion Mr. Letts expressed, the capacity 
of this emissary of the National Retail 
Dry Goods Association to make accurate 
observations and draw logical conclu- 
sions is so seriously discredited that I 
am moved to remark, in the language of 
a Kentucky Congressman, rebuking a 
colleague, ‘‘ His people didn’t need to. 
send him here. They might just as well. 
have writ a letter.” 

** About the best that can be said for 
Chattanooga is that there are some: very 
historical sites in the vicinity, ’”’ says Mr. 
Letts. 

What I saw at Chattanooga a couple. of 
weeks ago was: a wonderfully active 
modern city ‘of 100,000 ‘people, where 
there was only a village at the close of 
the civil war.. There are marble palaces 
in the way of office buildings and hotels. 
There is more than $30,000,000 invested 
in the 273 bona fide manufacturing 
plants in the city, which turn out 1,187 
distinct manufactured products, some of 
which are shipped to all parts: of the 
world. Two of the agricultural imple- 
ment manufacturers keep traveling men 
in foreign countries all the time. Sales 
are made’ in various parts of South 
America and in Russia, China; Japan, 
and other countries. One boilermaker 
has recently shipped two carloads of his 
products to Manila, in the Philippines. 
The Tennessee River has been harnessed 
near Chattanooga and a present de- 
velopment of. 65,000 horse power of 
hydro-electric energy is transmitted into 
Chattanooga. .Another company has a 
55,000 horse power hydro-electric devel- 
opment not far away, and its lines are 
also carried into Chattanooga. Some- 
thing less than 50,000 horse power is 
used in, the industries for electric car 
lines and for lighting purposes in Chat- 
tanooga at the present time. Iron, tim-' 
ber, clay’, and also cotton are the raw 
materials upon which to build a. great 
industrial development. at Chattanooga. 
In addition to the cheap and abundant 
horse power already. developed, the pres- 
ent companies will be able to further 
develop their holdings to practically 
double the present capacity: Also these 
companies tie on to the transmission 
lines of other developments in the great 
Appalachian system of water powers, 
making Chattanooga a link in a chain 
over 500 miles in length and tapping a 
reservoir of 500,000 horse power, devel- 
oped. Chattanooga has river transporta- 
tion and a network of railroads. All the 
big markets of the East and Middle West 
are within twenty-four hours’ ride. A 
ten-year old manufacturers’ association 
has a big four-story building filled with 
a@ permanent exhibit of articles .manu< 
factured in Chattanooga. The Board of 
Governors. has never failed'to ‘hold a 
weekly meeting in the ten years of its 
existence. Each member ‘is a commit- 
tee of one on new factories, making 
.trips to various parts of the country at 
his own expense to secure new industries, 
and they are being secured all the time. 

New Orleans is likened to Los Angeles 
by Mr. Letts, in that, ‘the harbors of 
both are nearly twenty miles-from the 
city pro Shades of Bidnville!

‘sure fire’’ success, even before the 
curtain went up, just as the Follies of 
the last seven years have been. . The 
New York Summer theatregoers, wh:ch 
include Mr. and Mrs. Tired Business 
Man in large numbers, have comeé~to 
look upon Mr. Ziegfeld’s: unspened 
form of entertainment in: the. light 
an institution—or is it just a habit? por 
that reason as much as any other large 
crowds will flock to the New Amster- 
dam for several: months to, come aad, 
viewed through the eyes of the box 
office, there is nothing left to the hoped 
for in the 1914 edition. 

And yet. the Follies of this year fall 
far short of the mark Mr. Ziegfeld has 
set in the past. There are reasons, of 
course. To begin with, Mr. Ziegfeld is 
a.bridegroom of only a few months. 
While that is not exactly a novelty in 
the life of this young manager, still it 
came this year after considerable cf a 
lull in the marriage market, and his 
show. has suffered as a result. 

en, too, George V. Hobart, who 
supplied the book, -so called. and most 
of the lyrics, has been busy for some 
time writing the greater part of the re- 
cent Lambs’ Gambol, and_ evidertly 
turned his attention to the Follies only 
at-odd moments. 

The private life of Raymond Hubbell, 
who wrote the music, is a closed book, 
= it is impossible to tell why he failed 
to come up. to the Ziegfeld standard, but 
fail he did, and there is not a really 
good song or a really catchy bit of music 
in the entire show 

The book, what little there is that 
might be called a book, is dangerously 
close to the border line of stupidity, but 
there are girls and girls and girls and 
plenty of real comedians and many more 
real dancers, and when the show be- 
gins to lag somebody dances or tells a 
story, or the eld chorus comes 
skipping on, and all-is forgiven. 

Bert Williams is in the piece in spots, 
but he has less to do than usual, al- 
though he makes the most of his op- 
portunities. Leon Errol was as funny 

as ever, and he and Stella Chatelaine 
did an exaggerated tango that scored 
one of the big successes of the 
evening. There was plenty of other tal- 
ent—vaudeville having been drawn on 
for quite a bit of it—and a ‘“‘ Star-Span- 
gled Banner’’ finale to the first’ act 
which brought the audience to their 
feet, but the real hit of the night was 
a dance by Anna Pennington, a slip of 
a girl in a striking costume consider- 
ably shorter than the young woman 
herself.

eared in the Tan - Palace scene, -but 
er dance was of t ‘buck and, wing” 
variety, quite a novelty in this age of 
the maxixe and other modern. efforts.

A big festival’of nations was opened 
on the lower east side last night with an 
Irish evening in Public School. 68, Bast 
Fourth Street.

RUTGERS COLLEGE TRUSTEE 


Gov. Fielder Is Expected to Fill the 
Supreme Cort Vacancy by ‘the 
Appointment of | a Republican. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., June 1.— 
Supreme Court Justice Willard Penfield 
Voorhees died at his, home in: this city, 
Sunday night after a long illness. Death 
resulted from a complication of diseases., 
The Justice was in his sixty-third year, 
and ‘was born in this city. He had been 
afflicted with a malady of the ‘heart 
during the last four years, 

Justice Voorhees was a graduate of 
Rutgers College, obtaining his degree 
of A. B. in 1871; and taking his;A. M. in 
1874. He received the’ honorary title of 
LL. D. from his college after his ap- 
Pointment to the bench. He married 
Sarah Rutgers Neilson of this city in 
March, 1877, three Lawn after Lesersaoersers. 
law. 

He was peeidhheed Justice of the Su- 
preme Court by ex-Gov. Fort Jan. 22, 
1908, for a term of seven years. At the 
time of his death ‘he was: Director. of the 
New Brunswick Trust Company, Trus- 
tee of the Parker Memorial Home, and 
a Trustee of Rutgers College for a num- 
ber of years. He was a Republican, a 
member of the Presbyterian Church and 
of many local clubs and the New York 
Athletic Club. 

Before being elevated to the sina he 
settled as receiver the affairs of several 
large companies. He was counsel in 
many important cases, one being that 
of the estate of Christopher Meyer, 
which involved litigation of more than 
$6,000,000. Throughout his life hé took 
an active interest in‘all public improve- 
ments; His Supreme Court circuit com- 
prised. the Counties of Monmouth, 
Ocean, and Burlington. Justice Voor- 
hees is the fourth Trustee of Rutgers 
College to die within three mionths. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 1.—With the 
death of Supreme Court Justice Willard 
P. Voorhees in New Brunswick last 
night a vacancy is created that Gov.

what happened yesterday therefore 
caused no surprise. Less definite in- 
formation was ayailable te the market 
regarding the Boston & Maine note ex- 
tension, but the deposits of those notes 
were so large. that there too it was 
taken for granted that the plan would 
be worked out successfully. There stil} 
remain to he devised permanent finan- 
cial plans, fer both of these praperties 
tor the extension of their notes gives 
more.time for dealing with the require- 
ments in each of these cases.

British Manufacturers Preparing a 
Trainload of Exhibits. 


To get a larger share of the Canadian 
trade, British manufacturers have be- 
gun a campaign by means of whicao 
they hope to influence buyers to send 
orders te London instead of to the 
United States. The first step in the 
campaign will be the sending to Canada 
of a delegation of competent business 
men to report upon the various prob- 
lems connecting with the placing of 
British products upon the Canadian 
market. 

The part to be played by the Panama 
Canal in the future of trade between 
Canada and the United Kingdom’ will 
have the consideration of the Commis- 
sioners. The enormous cost of the rail 
haul across the continent makes it ad- 
visable to send goods to or from ihe 
Western Provinces where possible by 
sea. There is still a large amount of 
trade around Cape Horn to Western 
Canada and also across the isthmus. 

The Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
in London is making plans to send an 
exhibition train of British goods to tour 
the Canadian railways. The train itself 
and the locomotive will be built in 
England, and the exhibits will be ex- 
amples of British goods by one or two 
repre.entative firms in each branch of 
manufacture. The first tour will last 
a@ year. When the trip is. ended the 
train and engine will be .sold to a 
Canadian railway. and with this object 
in view ‘they are being built to conform 
to the standard of American roads.

TRADE IN FOODSTUFFS. 


An Increase In Imports and Decrease 
In Exports Shown. 


The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Department of Commieérce, 
has made a report showing that imports 
of foodstuffs in their natural condition, 
including food animals, increased from 
$117,104,287 in the half year ended with 
March, 1018, to $148,421,586 in a like 
period ended with March, 1914, and that 
imports of foodstuffs partly or wholly 
prepared for use in the same period ad- 
vanced from $95,744,241 to $100,967,378. 
Thus the increase in importations of all 
food products in me period named 
amounted to over $300,000,000, or an 
average of $5,000,000 per month. 

On the export side the figures are even 
more striking. Of crude foodstuffs the 
sales to foreign countries fell off more 
than 50 per cent., while prepared food- 
staffs also declined, though in srialler 
proportion. Hixports cf the first-named

I'll have to pay 
by Tuesday. I am as ever yours, M, 
Mr. Hoe then told of a mee. he had 

with Miss Sullivan in May, 1913, when 
he told her he would have nothing more 
to do with her and wished never to see 
her again. The suit against Mr. Hoe 
was begun the following month. The 
trial will go on today.

EVADES LAW WITH A NOTE 


Supplementary Proceedings Fail to 
Get Anything on _ Central 
American’s Claim. 


Mrs. Ellen Peck, 84 years old, char- 
acterized by the late Police Inspector 
Byrnes as the “queen of confidence 


women,” who was released from Auburn | 


Prison’ in December, 1911, when Gov. 
John A. Dix commuted her sentence of 
ten years for swindling on the ground 
that he thought she was too old to be 
@ menace to society, is accused of 
swindling a Central American out of 
$1,000. 

“When A. C. Garcia, Consul from 
Guatemala here, tried to recover the 
money for nis compatriot, she turned 
her wits upon him and tried to get 
$2,000 of his money. This was after the 
Consul wrote to her at Sparkhill, Rock- 
land County, where she -claims title to 
a $50,000 estate, to come to his Beaver 
Street office to explain the transaction 
with her: latest dupe, the Central 
American. 

“T am not permitted to go below the 
‘dead line,’’”? Mrs. Peck wrote back, 
referring to the line excluding crooks 
from the financial district established 
by Inspector Byrnes. 

On a steamer leaving Vert Cruz, Mex- 
ico, some months ago Mrs. Peck was a 
passenger, as was also José Menendez 
of Guatemala, who carried $10,000. Mrs. 
Peck made his acquaintance, spoke of 
being a ‘‘ lone woman, with mining in- 
terests in Mexico’’ and lands in Ken- 
tucky, and with no ‘one to help her 
manage her affairs. Menendez finally 
handed over $1,000 for an “interest in 
the mines,’’ with the understandin 
that he would contribute more and 
complete the transaction when they ar- 
rived here. Consul Garcia saved the 
rest of his money by telling him who 
the woman was. 

It was found, however, that the only 
way to reach "Mrs. Peck was by civil 
action, as she had been careful to give 
her personal note for the $1,000. So the 
Consul took an assignment of the claiin 
and, through his attorney, Samuel M. 
Fleischman, got judgment_in the City 
Court for nearly $2,000. But when it 
came to realizing on the judgment it 
was hard to ~ ee at any of Mrs, Peck’s 
alleged property 

In the City Gourt yesterday, where it 
was expected that she would be further 
examined in supplementary procecdings, 
Mrs. Peck, a little woman, wearing an 
old-fashioned black bonnet and black 
dress and an innocent expression, went 
unrecognized as she waiked about the 
corridor. Nor was she recognized as 
the ‘‘ Confidence Queen’’ when exam- 
ined a few days ago in court under the 
name of Eliza E. Knight. Though she 
is reputed to have acquired $1,000,000 in 
her varied career, she said she had io 
money to pay this claim. 

“Yes, I own that estate, but they 
foreclosed it on a mortgage that was 
put on it the day I bought it,”’ she said.
